Councillors have 
cash to support 
new community 
project ideas 


A BRIDGEND 
county councillor is 
inviting community 
groups to apply for 
funding towards 
local projects. 

All councillors at 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) have been 
given £5,000 each to 
spend in their ward on 
local projects for the 
benefit of the 
community. 

Councillors can 
decide how to spend 
their share, so long as it 
meets certain 
conditions. 

Cllr Matthew Voisey, 
who represents the 
Oldcastle ward said: “I 
want to try and ensure 
it’s used most 
effectively so it may be 
several groups looldng 
for smaller amounts of 
funding or one requiring 
a larger amount. 

“Cllr Lyn Walters 
also represents Oldcastle 
and if there was a bigger 
project, we could look 


at working together and 
combining our funds.” 

The fund could be 
used to make 
improvements to 
community assets, such 
as painting a community 
room, buying equipment 
for a village hall or 
buying planters for the 
streets. 

Other uses could 
involve improving a 
community centre or 
village hall, setting up 
and publishing a new 
community newsletter, 
planning and advertising 
village walks or buying 
play and exercise 
equipment. 

It could also be used 
for holding public 
events, festivals and 
exhibitions or setting up 
a new community 
activity such as a 
gardening club or 
residents group.

BRIDGEND 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) is 
looking into 

recruiting a 

dedicated empty 
properties officer to 
tackle the “blight” 
of hundreds of 
empty homes across 
the county. 

As of December 2017, 
there were 1,233 private 
sector residential 

properties which had 
been empty for six 
months or longer. 

Speaking at a cabinet 
meeting on May 15, Cllr 
Norah Clark said: “The 
long term empty 
properties are a concern, 
especially where there 
are no plans to bring 
them back into use. 

“Half of the properties 
have been empty for six 
to 12 months and a third 
have been empty for two 
years or more, and it is 
these properties which 
are of a particular 


concern. 

“Empty churches and 
chapels are also a 
consideration as they 
could be converted into 
residential 
accommodation - there 
are currently 18 derelict 
churches and chapels 
across the county 
borough, the majority of 
which are in the valley 
areas. 

“These are the reasons 
why the scrutiny 
committee believes that 
in order to progress this 
growing problem the 
council should engage a 
dedicated empty 

properties officer.” 

Cabinet members said 
they shared the ambition 
to tackle the problem of 
empty homes and asked 
officers to look into the 
plans in more detail. 

Council leader Huw 
David said funding had 
already been allocated 
for the officer.

Bank rolled into Bridgend

former Welsh 
Guard Douglas 
Richards has 
kindly contributed, 
with the assistance 
of his neighbour, 
this photograph of 
a ‘tank bank’ 
outside Bridgend 
Town Hall in 
Dunraven Place, 
(where the non¬ 
descript building 
housing the Post 
Office is) taken in 
May 1918. 

Tank Banks was the 
name given to a WWI 
fundraising campaign 
by the British 


Government. 

Six Mark IV male* 
tanks toured towns and 
cities of England, 
Scotland and Wales to 
promote of sale of 
government War Bonds 
and War Savings 
Certificates. 

Tank \Al, Egbert, 
had recently taken part 
in the Battle of 
Cambrai. 

Still carrying her 
battle scars, Egbert was 
recovered from the 
battlefield and shipped 
to Trafalgar Square in 
London. 

Tanks, or ‘land ships’ 
had first been deployed 
by the British in 
September 1916, but the 
first large-scale use was 


in late November 1917 
at Cambrai. 

Under more pleasant 
conditions than during 
combat, two staff 
members from the Bank 
of England would sell 
War Bonds and War 
Savings Certificates 
from a table erected 
inside the tank. 

The tank would 
arrive to much pomp, 
circumstance, and 
fanfare, to be welcomed 
by the local great and 
good, dignitaries, and 
others. 

Speeches would be 
made atop the tank, and 
whichever town or city 
raised the most money 
would be given a tank 
for permanent display.

In 1937, West 
Hartlepool Town 
Council voted on 
whether to keep Egbert 
as a ‘lesson of war’ or 
scrap the ‘relic of 
barbarism’. 

Councillors voted 20- 
12 to scrap her.

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VALE MEN SENTENCED 
IN £2.4M TAX SCAM 


THREE defendants, 
including a man 
from Llantwit 
Major, have been 
jailed following an 
investigation by 
HM Revenue and 
Customs into a £2.4 
million tax scam. 

A fourth man, from 
Wick, received a 
suspended sentence for 
his involvement. 

Southwark Crown 
Court heard the men had 
tried to cheat the system 
by claiming tax relief on 
a non-existent film and 
were thwarted by HMRC 
investigators. 

The scheme saw 
investors claim 

significant financial 
losses on the £6 million 
they claimed to have 
spent between March 
2008 and May 2009. 
These artificial losses 
enabled the investors to 
falsely claim around 
£40,000 in tax relief for 
every £20,000 they had 
invested. 

Roderick Bond (59), a 
former police officer, of 
Sale, Greater 


Manchester, and Lee 
Palmer (45), a financial 
market trader, of Kremlin 
Drive, Liverpool, 

invested in the Formula 1 
Projects LLP scheme that 
involved claiming false 
tax rebates for a film 
featuring FI racing stars 
which was never made. 

Simon Osborne (58) , 
an Independent Financial 
Adviser, of Boverton 
Road, Llantwit Major, 
was jailed for his part in 
the fraud. 

He introduced Simon 
Hill (50), a former Wales 
international rugby union 
player from Wick, to the 
scheme. 

Terence Potter (58), a 
disgraced former 

accountant, created the 
illegal scheme for 
wealthy investors with 
the four defendants. 

HMRC investigators 
identified a series of 
suspicious tax repayment 
claims, which had 
originated from 

partnerships set up and 
managed by Monaco- 
based accountant Potter. 

The majority of the tax 
refunds claimed by 
investors were withheld 


and £210,000 that had 
been paid out has since 
been recouped by 
HMRC. 

Simon York, Director, 
Fraud Investigation, 
HMRC, said: “These 
men tried to cheat the 
system by claiming tax 
relief on a non-existent 
film and were thwarted 
by HMRC investigators 
who work tirelessly to 
stamp out fraudulent 
activity. 

“For anyone thinking 
of embarking on a 
similar path and stealing 
money from honest 
taxpayers, this result 
shows that nobody is 
beyond our reach.” 

Potter conspired with 
Palmer and Bond to steal 
the tax cash along with 
financial adviser 

Osborne. Osborne 
introduced Hill to the 
partnership and he (Hill) 
also submitted fraudulent 
tax repayment claims to 
HMRC. 

The members had to 
show they were working 
at least 10 hours a week 
in the business. The 
claims were supported by 
individual diaries

running to hundreds of 
pages produced by Potter 
and sent in to HMRC by 
Bond, Hill and Palmer to 
substantiate their tax 
rebate claims. 

More than 60 officers 
from HMRC’s Fraud 
Investigation Service 
took part in the operation 
that led to the arrests in 
August 2014. Nine 
properties were searched 
and computers, business 
records and mobile 
phones were seized. 

Hill admitted tax fraud 
while Bond, Palmer and 
Osborne were each 
convicted of Conspiracy 
to Cheat the Public 
Revenue after a trial at 
Southwark Crown Court. 
They were sentenced at 
the same court on June 4 
to two years and eight 
months each in prison. 

Hill was sentenced to 
20 months in jail, 
suspended for two years. 
He also has to do 300 
hours unpaid work. 

Defendants in two 
other trials linked to this 
latest case have all been 
jailed for their part in the 
scam. Potter, already 
serving eight years for

being a central figure in 
them all, pleaded guilty 
in September 2017 to his 
role in the Formula 1 
Projects LLP conspiracy.

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Improved links for Bridgend and Vale 
as £L9bn transport project gets green light 


A £1.9 BILLION 
transport project 


announced this 

week by 

KeolisAmey will 

link the Vale and 

Bridgend to 


destinations north 
of Cardiff with new 
tri-mode trains. 

The company unveiled 
ambitious plans for the 
Wales and Borders rail 
network and the 
development of the 
South Wales Metro 
working in partnership 
with Transport for Wales. 

The full investment 
will be delivered over 15 
years. One feature is that 
there will be a half- 
hourly service between 
Barry and Bridgend from 
2023, rather than the 
existing hourly service. 

The announcement 
came as the Welsh 


Government confirmed 
that KeolisAmey would 
be the next operator and 
development partner for 
the network. 

KeolisAmey will 
begin work from October 
14 and promises a new 
era for passengers with 
more services, newer 
trains and better stations. 

The upgrade includes 
£194m spent on station 
improvements; five new 
stations and the 
modernisation of all 247 
stations on the existing 
network. A total of 
£800m will be spend on 
replacing trains in Wales. 

By December 2023, 
KeolisAmey aims to be 
running an extra 285 
services every weekday 
across Wales. There will 
also be an extra 294 
services across Wales on 
Sundays. 

The company says 
there will also be a big 


investment in new 
technology to reduce 
disruption and increase 
performance. 

As part of the South 
Wales Metro 

development, journey 
times will be reduced and 
the frequency of trains 
will be increased, while 
new Metro vehicles will 
bring on-street running 
back to Cardiff. 

The link from Penarth, 
Barry and Bridgend to 
destinations north of 
Cardiff Central will be 
maintained using new tri¬ 
mode trains which can 
run on power from 
overhead electric cables, 
batteries and diesel 
engines. 

Vale AM Jane Hutt 
said: “I have been calling 
for this since the Welsh 
Government re-opened 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
line and station at 
Rhoose and Llantwit 


Major in 2005. 

“The move to a half 
hourly service will be 
welcomed across the 
Vale - attracting new rail 
passengers, including 
commuters, students and 
visitors. It will also 
improve access to Cardiff 
Airport. 

“I also welcome the 
commitment to replacing 
the rolling stock, and 
passenger improvements 
like smart ticketing, 
cycle lockers and wi-fi at 
stations and on trains.” 

She concluded: “On 
the South Wales metro, 
there will be 100 per cent 
electric traction on all 
trains operating on 
valleys line services 
through Cardiff Queen 
Street and 45 per cent 
more seats into Cardiff in 
the morning peak.” 

Alistair Gordon, chief 
executive of Keolis UK, 
said: “We are excited 
about the transformation 
we’re going to deliver 
here in Wales, working 
alongside Amey once 
again and in partnership 
with Transport for Wales. 

“For too long the 
railways in Wales have 
suffered from under 
investment and, while the 
changes we need to make 
will take time, we are 
creating a platform for 
future economic growth 
and prosperity that will 
benefit all of Wales now 
and for generations to 
come.”

Council extends 
link road 
consultation 


THE Vale Council 
has decided to 
extend the period of 
public consultation 
about the proposal 
to build a link road 
from the M4 to the 
A48. 

Two potential new 
routes for a road 
connecting the A48 with 
junction 34 of the M4 
were revealed in April. 

The public 

consultation will now run 
until July 17. 

Arcadis Consulting 
(UK) Limited was 
commissioned by the 
council to develop and 
appraise potential 
options for improving the 
transport links from the 
M4 to the A48 in 2017. 

The extension to the 
consultation follows a 
series of drop-in sessions 
in April and May 
organised by the council 
that gave residents the 
chance to view the plans 
for both proposed routes, 
read the draft report and 
provide comments on 
their preferred route. 

Cllr Geoff Cox, 
cabinet member for 
neighbourhood services 
and transport said: 
“Following considerable 
interest, it has been 
decided to extend the 
current WelTag 

consultation to July 17, 
2018. 


will encourage everyone 
who is interested to 
submit their views and 
ideas about any aspect of 
the WelTag work that has 
been undertaken to date. 
This can include any new 
options, or views for 
improving transport, 
which the council can 
then consider. 

“The WelTag process 
allows for possible 
transport schemes to be 
included or changed as 
the process moves 
forward, and, as we gain 
greater knowledge of the 
transport issues, possible 
problems and 

opportunities that face 
the area.” 

The Vale Council says 
that both proposed routes 
would improve links 
between the M4 and A48, 
reduce journey times to 
the airport, and help 
tackle local traffic 
congestion.

A financial black 
hole of nearly £27 
million is being 
faced by the health 
board managing 
Wales’ biggest 
hospital - and its 
long term 

overspend is almost 
double that figure. 

Cardiff and Vale 
University Health Board, 
which manages 

University Hospital of 
Wales in the capital and 
other hospitals in the 
region, ended the 2017- 
18 financial year with an 
overspend of £26.8m. 

That left the health 
board with an underlying 
long term deficit of 
£49m, which it says it 
expects to reduce to 
£39m by making savings 
in the next financial year. 

The health board says 
it plans to improve its 
financial position by 
reducing procurement 
costs, reducing the 
amount spent on 
temporary staff, and 
“making services as 
efficient as possible”. 

Health boards in 
Wales and the UK are 


facing similar financial 
pressures. 

Abertawe Bro 

Morgannwg, Betsi 
Cadwaladr, Cardiff and 
Vale and Hywel Dda 
health boards overspent 
by a combined total of 
£163m in the last 
financial year. 

Cardiff and Vale 
health board’s overspend 
at the start of 2017-18 
was expected to be 
£30.9m , but this was 
revised to £26.9m. 

A spokeswoman for 
the health board said: “In 
2017-18 Cardiff and Vale 
University Health Board 
ended the financial year 
with a £26.8m planned 
deficit. The underlying 
recurrent deficit at the 
end of the financial year 
2017-18 was £49m. 

“The Cardiff and Vale 
University Health Board 
has plans in 2018-19 to 
improve last year’s out¬ 
turn from a £26.8m 
deficit to £19.9m deficit 
and improve the 
underlying recurrent 
deficit to £3 9m as a 
minimum.”

Friends of the Earth 
welcome new Metro 
plans - but say 

Penarth plans are flawed 


FRIENDS of the Earth Barry 
& Vale has responded to the 
announcement that 

KeolisAmey will undertake a 
£1.9b project aimed at 
transforming transport 

throughout Wales. 

The company is to work in 
partnership with Transport for Wales 
on the Wales and Borders rail network 
and the development of the South 
Wales Metro. 

Max Wallis of Friends of the Earth 
Barry & Vale said: “We welcome the 
choice of KeolisAmey’s battery-driven 
trams for the Cardiff region metro. 

“They are much more flexible than a 
full electric-tram system. 

“While they can switch to overhead 
power lines for some stages, battery 
trams dispense with on-street overhead 
lines, likewise on the rail-spur to 
Penarth. 

“The Transport for Wales plan to 


route the Penarth trams on-street 
through Grangetown, is however 
unacceptable.” 

He explained: “Reconstruction at 
Grangetown Station to get the trams 
between Penarth Road and the 
overhead rail line would be substantial. 

“The trams would be caught up in 
the traffic jams; journey times from 
Penarth to Cardiff would be much 
longer than the present 11 minutes. 
KeolisAmey must drop this part of the 
metro plan.” 

Unless battery-trams are allowed to 
run on the ordinary rail lines, through 
to Central and Queen Street stations, 
FoE doesn’t want them on the Penarth 
line. 

Mr Wallis added: “Let us keep 
diesel trains as on the Barry Island and 
Vale of Glamorgan lines, with modem 
rolling stock too. 

“We regret that those services are 
not to be electrified, but let’s avoid 
Cardiff’s hotch-potch with on-street 
battery-trams caught in traffic jams.” 


Vale Council appoints

Vale taxi fares set to rise 
after seven-year freeze 


GETTING a taxi in 
the Vale could be 
able to get more 
expensive, if plans 
to increase fares are 
approved this week. 

An average fare rise of 
7.45 per cent is being 
proposed for all taxi 
journeys across the Vale. 

It would mean taxi 
fares for up to four 
people on a 10-mile 
journey, such as from 
Barry to the centre of 
Cardiff, would cost £22, 
up from £20.85, on a 
Monday to Saturday 
between 6am and 11pm. 

That same journey, if 
it was made between 
11pm to 6am every day 
or on a Sunday or bank 
holiday, would cost 
£26.75, an 11.9 per cent 
increase from the 
previous tariff £23.90. 

The proposed 

changes, which will also 
affect short-distance 
journeys, will be 
considered by the Vale 
Council’s cabinet on 
Wednesday June 6. 

Steve Thomas, 

chairman of the Vale of 
Glamorgan Taxi 

Association, which is 


supporting the changes, 
in a letter to the council 
said: “The average rise 
that we are proposing is 7 
per cent. The last rise 
was 2011, so that means 
we are requesting a rise 
of only one per cent per 
year. 

“I think you will agree 
this is not excessive, 
especially when you 
consider the rises in the 
cost of living, and the 
major rises in the running 
costs the drivers and 
operators now have to 
pay ie. parts, fuel, 
insurance etc.” 

All other charges, such 
the waiting time which is 


currently at £16 per hour, 
and for cleaning the 
interior of a vehicle 
would remain the same. 

Under the current 
fares, the Vale is the 
201st cheapest area for a 
two-mile taxi fare out of 
the 370 local authorities 
in England and Wales. 

If the fares increase as 
proposed, it would mean 
the Vale would be 154th 
in the two-mile taxi fare 
league table. 

A public consultation 
will be held on the plans 
if the cabinet approves 
the plans.

In addition to the 
financial impact, scams 
can have a severe 
emotional and 

psychological impact on 
victims. 

Scams Awareness 
Month is taking place 
throughout June. 

The SRS team work 
with South Wales Police 
in the Vale. PCSOs visit 
victims or potential 
victims, to make contact 
and provide initial 
support to residents. 

The SRS Safeguarding 
Team conduct follow-up 
safeguarding visits, to 
help prevent people 
falling victim to further 
scams. Officers can 
assist by identifying and 
explaining scam mail; 
installing call blockers*, 
signposting to other 
agencies and working 
with banks and financial 
institutions to put in 
place safeguarding 
measures.

A hearing problem 


A bout a 

third of 
adults older 
than 65 - and half 
of those older than 
85 - have some 
hearing problem. It 
is the third most 
common chronic 
disease among 
older adults. 

A hearing problem is 
usually a very gradual 
process, even 
unnoticeable. It’s 
sometimes the people 
around us who comment 
that our hearing is not as 
good as we’d like to 
think, or you may have 
noticed you ask people 
to repeat. 

Group situations or 
background noise make 
it more difficult to hear 
so you switch off and 
don’t join in with friends 
and family. You may 
even tell them they 
sound as if they 
mumble. When you 
can’t hear well, you lose 
your confidence to join 
in conversations and 
avoid situations. 

Common signs of 
hearing loss are: 

• Playing the radio or 
TV too loudly; 

• Saying “what?” a lot 


during conversations, 
frequently asking people 
to repeat themselves, or 
say “speak up a bit - 
you must be mumbling”; 

• Having trouble 
hearing in noisy or busy 
places; 

• Not hearing 
something if the person 
is out of your range of 
vision.

NRW gives Hinkley mud 
dredging plan the go-ahead 

NATURAL Resources 


Wales (NRW) has 
approved the monitoring 
plan for the disposal of 
dredged material from the 
Hinkley Point C power 
station development site in 
the Bristol Channel into 
Welsh waters. 

NRW said that this was the 
final condition within the marine 
licence that the licence holder had 
to meet before approval was given 
by NRW to dispose of the dredged 
sediment. 

The plan details how surveys of 
the disposal site off the coast of 
South Wales, known as Cardiff 
Grounds, will be undertaken to 
monitor and ensure the material 
disperses. 

An NRW spokesperson said 
that samples from the proposed 


dredge site have previously been 
analysed by independent experts, 
against international guidelines, 
and found that chemical and 
radiological results were within 
acceptable limits. 

This led to NRW announcing 
back in March this year it was 
satisfied the dredged material will 
not harm people, the environment, 
or the wildlife living near the 
disposal site. 

John Wheadon, Permitting 
Services Manager for NRW, said: 
“We make sure activities like 
these do not harm marine 
environments, which are home to 
valuable wildlife and habitats and 
very important to our well-being 
and economy. 

“We know this is a matter of 
great concern for many people, 
but want to reassure them that 
every element of the application 


was considered thoroughly. 

“As a condition of the licence, 
the licence holder was required to 
carry out additional sampling and 
monitoring of the disposal site. 
They’ve done this, and we’ve now 
given the company our final 
approval to dispose of the 
sediment into Cardiff Grounds. 

“We’re confident the proposed 
activity will not harm people or 
the environment and the material 
is suitable for disposal.” 

The work will be carried out by 
NNB GenCo, who were given a 
marine licence by NRW for the 
disposal of dredged material in 
2014.

Veteran’s book signing for 
RAF Benevolent Fund 


RETIRED RAF 
pilot, Barry Island 
author and public 
speaker, Ron 

Powell, will be 
selling signed copies 
of his books at the 
Armed Forces Day 
on Barry Island this 
Saturday, with the 
profits going to the 
RAF Benevolent

Ron said: “I think the 
Armed Forces days are a 
great way for local 
people to show their 
appreciation for service 
personnel past and 
present, and especially 
for those who gave their 
lives, or who bear the 
physical and mental scars 
of their time in uniform. 

“As for me, I had a 
marvellous 32 years in 
the RAF, starting in 1973 
as an engineering 
apprentice - known as a 
Trenchard Brat - and 
retiring in 2005 as a 
group captain pilot 
running the first stage of 
flying training for the 


Army, Navy and RAF. 

“In between, there 
were many high spots, 
including working on 
Vulcan Nuclear bombers, 
flying C-130 Hercules 
transports during and 
after the Falklands War 
and teaching hundreds of 
young men and women 
to fly, including many 
from the University of 
Wales. 

“But the true highlight 
was four months in 
southern Italy

A big expansion of a 
Barry sewage plant 
is set for approval 
despite concerns 
over the smell and 
noise. 

Cog Moors Welsh 
Water Treatment Works, 
between Barry and Dinas 
Powys, wants to build a 
new plant at its site 
which will involve new 
storage tanks and silos. 

The new plant would 
be used to convert 
sewage sludge into gas, 
which is then used to 
generate electricity, with 
the residue becoming soil 
fertiliser. 

Vale Council officers 
have advised its planning 
committee to allow the 
development when it 
meets on Thursday (June 
7). 

However, Dinas 
Powys Community 
Council has objected to 
the development and is 
calling for measures so 
odour levels are not 
increased.

Head coach John Apsee then outlined the club’s 
rugby plans. 

Lirstly, John thanked his fellow coaches, team 
manager and players for their outstanding 
commitment throughout the season. 

He then thanked many members of a relatively 
small squad for their outstanding achievement in 
finishing third in Division 1 Central. He reserved 
special praise for backrow lynch pins, experienced 
players captain Ben Howe and Sean Williams, for 
their inspirational effect on the team. 

At the other end of the spectrum he forecast in 
time a great future in the game for young outside 
half Luke Bevan. 

He thanked hooker Nathan Holman for helping 
at tight head prop citing the occasion when he 
played there against Kenfig Hill in what John 
described as the turning point of the season with a 
seven-try, 39-0 away whitewash, which laid the 
groundwork for the winning sequence. 

With a small squad, he thanked the second XV 
and youth players for stepping into the breach on 
occasions to maintain that winning run. 

He expressed his desire to see the club back in 
the Championship but mentioned they may have to 
do it via the East not West Division 1 as there is an 
imbalance in numbers between east and west clubs 
and the Athletic are on the border; the club await 
WRU developments.

APUBLIC 
consultation in 
Dinas Powys, 
planned for 
September, will 
provide an 
opportunity for 
people to give tbeir 
views on tbe future 
of transport in tbe 
village. 

The public will be 
able to comment on the 
draft report for stage 
two of the official 
WelTAG study into 
improving transport in 
the corridor through 
Dinas. 

Local councillor 
Vince Driscoll said: 
“Work on the report has 
been delayed a few 
weeks in order that 
consultants could 
expand the scope of the 
study at the Barry end 
to cover alternative 
bypass routes to Sully 
roundabout. 

“The community 
council had requested 
the expansion after the 
Dinas Powys Bypass 
Steering Group had 
lobbied for the possible 
advantages of 
considering an 


alternative to the 
historic route going to 
Cardiff Road and the 
Biglis / MacDonald’s 
roundabout.” 

The ‘Stage 2 Study’ 
considers four basic 
options and one will be 
selected by the Vale 
Council’s Cabinet on 
September 17. 

The options are: do 
the minimum in terms 
of traffic measures; 
‘multi-modal’ (includes 
walking and cycle 
ways); a bypass; multi¬ 
modal with a bypass. 

Cllr Driscoll added: 
“There are various route 
options for a by-pass. 

“All run from the 
Merrie Harrier junction 
south between Dinas 
Powys and Penarth. 

“One connects to the 
A4055 near the water 
treatment works at 
Green Lane while the 
others aim, on different 
lines, for Sully 
roundabout at the top of 
Hayes Road.” 

The bypass steering 
group has argued that 
the multi-modal option 
- which would include 
walking and cycle ways 
and improvements to 
buses and trains - could 
not work without a 
bypass to relieve the 
amount of traffic on the 
main A4055 through 
Dinas Powys. 

They say that any 
bypass would include 
cycling and pedestrian 
facilities. 

Bypass steering 
group chair Rod Harrod 
said that Ken Skates, 
the Cabinet Secretary 
for Economy and 
Transport, had emailed 
him last week. 

“He said that 
although funds were not 
available from the Local 
Transport Lund at this 
moment ‘my officials 


will continue to engage 
with council officers 
and review our position 
if funding becomes 
available within this 
financial year’. 

“Currently 2 per cent 
of commuters use buses 
from Dinas Powys and 
10 per cent commute by 
train. A total of 72 per 
cent travel by road and 
a further 6 per cent are 
passengers in these 
vehicles. 

“The Welsh 

Government announced 
last week that, despite 
millions spent in 
promoting sustainable 
transport, the number 
walking and cycling had 
not increased in the last 
five years. 

“The new rail 
operator, KeolisAmey, 
has promised to spend 
£800 million on new 
trains in the next five 
years, increasing 
capacity by 66 per cent 
and spending £194 
million improving all 
247 stations in Wales. 

“They intend adding 
1,500 extra park-and- 
ride facilities across 
Wales, at a cost of £15 
million. We’d like to 
know where they can 
put any at Dinas Powys 
stations. 

“The same goes for 
the ‘exciting’ Metro 
scheme, which is 
unlikely to operate on 
the Vale line within 10 
years. 

“Perhaps we’ll be 
lucky, like every other 
station, and get a 
covered cycle store.” 

The draft Stage 2 
WelTAG Report will be 
presented to the Vale 
Council in July and be 
considered by the 
official review group 
around the end of that 
month.

Back-to-back promotions 
down to hard work and 
community spirit says 
Llantwit Major manager 



LLANTWIT MAJOR 

AFC’s second consecutive 
promotion wasn’t 

something the club had 
planned for says their 
manager Karl Lewis. 

The club’s first-place finish is 
the highest league finish in the 
clubs history, having never played 
higher than the Welsh League 
Division Two. 

Major have won back-to-back 
promotions having won the 
Division Three title last season, 
with only Barry Town United, 
Cardiff Metropolitan University 
and Llanelli Town the only other 
sides to win consecutive 
promotions in recent years. 

This Division Two title win, 
however, wasn’t planned by the 
club, with safety in the league a 
likelier target at the start of the 
season. 

Lewis said: “I’m immensely 
proud of the achievement as it 
wasn’t something we as a club sat 
down and planned for,” 

“Our aim was just to compete 
this season but the boys have been 
fantastic all year and surprised a 
lot of doubters wrong. 

I’m not sure there are too many 
other teams to win the two 
divisions back to back.” 

With seven games in the space 
of 22 days after a fixture backlog 
which has seen a high amount of 
games called off this season, 
Llantwit managed to come 
through the gruelling set of 
fixtures with an impressive 
unbeaten record. 

They picked up points at 
Ammanford and Aberbargoed 
Buds, as well as securing the 
league title against promotion 
rivals and fellow divisional new 
boys STM Sports. 

Major’s squad includes former 
Welsh Premier League footballer 
Anthony Rawlings and highly- 
rated forward Sam Snaith. 

Major’s only defeats of the 
season came to lowly West End 
and two defeats to Caldicot Town. 


“The amount of fixtures were 
difficult but the boys pulled 
together and squad rotation 
allowed individuals to get some 
rest. 

“Since we started at Llantwit 
we have always relished playing 
top teams and have very rarely 
lost. 

“I feel we set ourselves up to be 
a difficult team to beat so we look 
forward to the games against the 
top teams as they give us a chance 
to prove ourselves.” 

An ingredient in Major’s 
success has been the community 
feel that the club believes it has, 
with a big crowd turning up to 
Windmill Lane, basking in the 
sunshine as they closed in on the 
Division Two title. 

The club managed to raise 
enough money through 
fundraising to begin ground 
improvements, including a new 
stand and a path for supporters. 

Major are the only team out of 
the three promoted sides to remain 
at the ground they achieved 
promotion with, as both 
Ammanford and Pontypridd Town 
have scheduled moves to Briton 
Ferry LlansaweTs Old Road and 
Leckwith Stadium, respectively. 

“It’s a community club and 
everyone works hard together to 
make sure we continue to grow as 
a club - this is proven by achieving 
the licence. It would have been a 
travesty if we had to ground share 
as we would lose our identity and 
lose the local supporters. 

“The community spirit has 
definitely helped us in the last two 
months, the players have been 
worn out but the support from 
everyone has driven their want to 
achieve. 

“There are too many people to 
thank but I hope they realise they 
all played a huge part in our 
achievements.” 

Promotion to Division One has 
provided Major with the 
opportunity to meet with 
Penybont, who are based just nine 
miles away from Llantwit. 


Although not an official derby, 
there have been a number of 
players swap between clubs over 
the years. 

One person from Bridgend 
though is Lewis himself, who 
supports Penybont unless playing 
against his Major side. 

The game against Penybont has 
been earmarked as one of the 
games he’s not looking forward to, 
praising the stature of the club and 
the man at the helm, Rhys 
Griffiths. 

“I’m not sure it’s a local derby 
but some people might make it a 
derby like atmosphere due to our 
past connections with Penybont. 

“On a personal note. It’s one 
game I won’t be looking forward 
too as Penybont are an established 
outfit with a very experienced 
leader who will be looking to win 
the league next year. 

“Both games will be extremely 
difficult as Bont are now a very 
professional club who rightly have 
ambitions to play in the Welsh 
Premier League.”

However, the experience that he

OCCASIONALLY, the 
question of what 
constitutes British values 
crops up. 

Fair play? Sure. Belief in the 
rule of law? Of course. 
Democracy? Naturally... 

Never included, however, is 
‘optimism’. Odd, because the 
UK is populated by the most 
optimistic people on the planet. 

Here’s why. 

We live on a rock in the 
eastern Atlantic Ocean, with 
only the English Channel 
separating Europe - and its 
eternally sunny skies and dry 
days - from us, and it rains here. 

A lot, in fact, especially along 
the western coast of the UK, 
including Wales. 

Yet more convertibles are 
bought and owned in Blighty 
than in France, Spain, and Italy. 

That is optimism. 

Blessed as we have been with 
three consecutively pleasantly 
dry and sunny bank holiday 
weekends, and with classic car 
show season upon us, many have 
removed the covers from their 
Morgans, Spitfires and E-Types, 
or taken the hard top off the 
MX5 or MG TF, for some al¬ 
fresco driving*. 

Not all older or classic 
vehicles are roadsters - or even 
have four wheels - but for 
owners of vehicles that may take 
to the road for only a few 
months a year, a new MOT test 
came in last month. Same gen 
applies, though, to all vehicles 
over three years old. 

It’s not all bad news, though. 

Last week’s GEM featured 
garage manager of Bridgend’s 
Avia Autos Hayley Pells, a 


nominee for a Chwaere Teg 
award. With her name and 
credentials in mind, we asked for 
an explanation of the rules in 
response to a couple of letters 
and news releases received. 

She began: “There is a lot of 
speculation as to if the new test 
will be ‘harder’ for the motorist. 

“But the new test is not to trip 
motorists up, rather it has tidied 
up a lot of loose ends and 
brought up to date the testing 
criteria to consider technology 
that wasn’t so common place 
before. The new test presents 
results differently to the 
motorist, giving advice about the 
road worthiness of the vehicle 
and if it is advisable to drive the 
vehicle in order to make repairs. 

“Another significant change 
to the test is the total absence of 
testing for vehicles of historic 
interest.” 

There; good news. 

Hayley sheds light on the 
subject of lamps and bulbs. 

“The new lamp testing criteria 
(for some cars registered at after 
specific dates) will now include 
front fog lamps, daytime running 
lights and the reversing light. 

“Many motorists forget to 
check bulbs, and now there are 
more bulbs to check this will 
provide more reasons for 
rejection.” 

She said that it is an area for 
the motorist to save themselves 
time and money by checking all 
bulbs are operational before 
presenting for test. 

Hayley cautions over tyre 
pressure monitoring systems 
(TPMS), too. 

“As with lights, correct tyre 
pressure can be something that 


motorists find difficult to check 
and adjust. “A failure for this 
could be hugely frustrating for 
owners of cars with expensive 
tyre valves as the tyre pressure 
can be correct, but if a standard 
valve is fitted, thus illuminating 
the TPMS light, this will be a 
reason for rejection (RFR).” 

The presence of an 
Malfunction Indicator Lamp 
(MIL) is now reason to fail an 
MOT. 

“This is a curious situation as 
the RFR may then be on an item 
that isn’t included in the test, 
such as a body control module. 
Even if the fault is diagnosed 
and it is found not to be a 
testable item, the vehicle will 
still fail the MOT.” 

Hayley said that new smoke 
limits for diesel engines are 
tougher than before. 

“Smoke limits have had a lot 
of coverage in the press and if a 
diesel car pushes out an 
unreasonable amount of smoke 
on the first press of the 
accelerator, it can be an 
immediate fail. 

“The new smoke limits may 
effect how many cars are able to 
pass, but the DVSA notified all 
test centres of a workaround for 
not having the correct equipment 
for the new standards, providing 
it can be proved that the updated 
equipment/software is on order.”
